NEW YORK— President Truman 
issued a formal order today for 
government seizure and operation 
of the United States' strike-ridden 
meat packing industry, but union 
leaders gavo no promise it would 
get their 203,000 shriking members 
back on the Job. 

WIESBADEN - A United States 
army poll, taken last fall of 1,700 
men said to represent a cross-sec- 
tion of American troops stationed 
in Germany, shows 19 per cent, of 
those questioned believe, the Ger* 
mans had some Justification for 
starting the war.

RE MEYER 

Dear Sir, The stock argument of 
those who defend the commutation 
of general Meyer's death acnten'ic 
is that MaJ. Gen..Chrls Vokcs was 
at the scene of the trial and tbere- 
foro most competent to Judge the 
defendant guilt. Those upholding 
this view arc prone to forget that 
the men who actually did try Me- 
yer, vid. the duly appointed court, 
in comformancc with established 
legal procedure, have found the 
evidence' sufficient to warrant the 
death sentence as the punishment 
commensurate with the crime. 

It is important to remember in 
this connection that neither defence 
counsel nor the defendant liimself 
have attacked the juridical compe- 
tency of the court nor the fairness 
of the trial given the defendant. 
On the contrary, tho defendant ad- 
mitted himself that the trial was 
conducted in all fairness and he 
asked clemency for reasons entirely 
irrelevant to the facts of the case, 
(vid. the hardship that his death 
would entail for his family). 

In commuting the sentence Gen. 
Vokcs has credited himself with 
legal ability superior to that of the 
court who tried Meyer. A very pe- 
culiar situation arises from com- 
muting the death sentence to one 
which in severity as a punishment 
lies two degrees below it. (Death 
penalty, life imprisonment, with 
hard labour, life Imprisonment). 
For-an analysis of the case reveals 
that only two decisions are possi- 
ble under the circumstances. Either 
the defendant was guilty of caus- 
ing the death of the Canadian sol- 
diers in which caso the death pen- 
ally was the appropriate punish- 
ment or he was not so guilty in 
which case he should have been 
entirely acquitted. 

If Meyer ordered the killing, 
then he is guilty. If he did not or- 
der the killing, but tolerated it, 
then he is equally guilty, since it 
was within his powers as comniand- 
Ing officer to prçvent it. If he nei- 
ther ordered nor tolerated it than 
he is innocent for no commanding 
officer Is responsible for the unlaw- 
ful acta committed, without his 
knowledge, by his subordinates 
acting outside the scope of their 
military duty. In this case the sen- 
tence of life- Imprisonment consti- 
tutes a flagrant legal injustice (of 
course Meyer could have been 
found guilty on other counts such 
as e.g. participating in aggressive 
warfare but these considerations do 
not concern us here.) 

It is unforttinalc that bne is Jus- 
tified in opinion that sooner or later 
other authorities also close to the 
scene and overcome by the charm 
of kind and ingratiating Meyer and 
realizing the possibilities of having 
such fine person help in "rebuild- 
ing a new Germany" will find it 
advisable to grant him a reprieve 
front) prison. Since those authori- 
ties will be close to ' Mr. Meyer, 
closer anyway than anybody not 
in proximity to Meyer's prison, 
their reprieve will also be quite in 
order. 

For the rest of us there is noth- 
ing left to do but to speculate on 
whelhèr the sudden feverish yearn- 
ing to accord the full measure of 
justice to Meyer and the whole 
company of F.isclsl ma.i.<! murder- 
ers has its roots in pure humnnl- 
tarianlsm or in the anxiely to avoid 
creating precedence cases which

Presents Address 

McGill Students Hear 
CCF Member Discuss 
Unions and Labourers 

"The CCF. and Labour" was the 
topic of an address yesterday by 
Mr. Merrill-Dcsaulnicr, Provincial 
Leader of the CCF, before a group 
of fifty studenU In the Union GriU 
Room. . . 

The development of trade unions 
in Quebec and their growing aware 
ncss of the importance of political 
actions by Ihcm was traced by Mr. 
Dcsaulnler. He stated that they 
came into importance in Quebec in 
1939 and have increased steadily 
until now about- twenly-fivo per- 
cent of the workers In the prov- 
ince belong to unions. "Montreal 
has a 'greater number of unions 
than any other city in Canada. 

Mr. Dcsaulnler explained that 
the educational value of the unions 
fostered good feelings between the 
workers, that a unity Is developing 
between the' white-collar workers 
and the labourers. He stressed that 
an increased education is im- 
portant. 

The speaker stated that the CCF 
and the unions have the same prin- 
ciples but it teems that politics 
have never been very popular with 
the workers. 

On February 13 Rev. Angus Ca- 
meron will deliver an address en- 
titled "Christianity and Socialism." 



Extension Course 
For Vets at U. of T. 

Toronto, Jan. 24.— (CUP)— Uni- 
versity of Toronto Extension De- 
partment is offering a new course 
in Industrial Management Intended 
primarily for men and women vet- 
erans, although a few civilians may 
be admitted. Already ono hundred 
students have enrolled in the 
course which will qualify them to 
operate tourist resorts and summer 
hotels and possibly for positions 
In clubs, hotels and hospitals. 

The length of the course will nor- 
mally, be two academic years of 
elghtfnionths each, with at least 
three months of practical experi- 
ence between sessions. A certificate 
honoured by the Dept., of- Planning 
and Development of Travel Bureau 
of the Ontario Government will be 
given on graduation. The course 
will include the subject of English 
Literature and Composition, History 
of Ontario, Economics, Accounting, 
Law, Psychology, Advertising. 
Operation, Research, and General 
Science.

Mechanical Building^ 
Women's Résidence» 
Part Of Programme 

Kingston, Jan. 24. — (CUP) - A 
new mechanical building, a stu- 
dents' union, an administration 
building, another women's resi- 
dence, and a private driveway are 
among the plans In tho expansion 
prograhi of Queen's University. 

The new mechanical ibuilding, 
for which 9300,000 -was donated by 
Col. R. S. McGlaughlln a year and 
a half ago, will probably be started 
In the spring. A Montreal architect 
has been engaged to draw up the 
plans. 

The new students' union will be 
called the Chancellor. Richardson 
Memorial Union, after. Dr. James 
Richardson, who was chancellor of 
Queen's from 1S20 until his death 
in 1039. It Is believed that this 
building will be largely given over 
to facilities for male students, but 
there will probably be dining 
rooms, recreation, committee and 
banquet rooms which may be used 
by both men and women. 

Dr. W. E. McNeill, treasurer and 
vice-principal of Queen's Univer- 
sity, said in on Interview with The 
Journal that funds are not yet 
available for all of these bulldingi, 
but on those for which funds are 
ready, construction will be - started 
as soon as possible.
